3D, FIJI. "The DX News Letter" reports that Ron, ZL1AMO/3D2RW,, is once again active 
until October 30th. He is expected to activate Mana (OC-121) for one week, but this may be 
over with by the time you read this. QSL via ZLIAMO. 


3D2, CONWAY REEF (Update). Another press release by Hrane, YT1AD, was sent out with 
more details on their DXpedition. The list of operators are as follows so far: Hrane/YTIAD, 
Rasa/YUIRL, Miki/YU1AU (or Ratko/YUINR), Rale/YT6A, Dragan/Z32AU, Mome/Z32ZM 
and Ray/YS1RR (still not confirmed).
